VITAL  STATISTICS 

Extract  from  Vital  Statistics  for  the  year  1965 • 

Note  Birth  and  Death  Rates. 

As  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  population  in  different  areas  materially  affects 
both  the  Birth  and  Death  rates  of  these  areas,  comparability  factors  allowing  for  this  are 
issued  by  the  Registrar  General  for  each  Local  Government  Unit.  These  factors  may  be  used  for 
calculating  what  are  termed  in  this  Report  as  Nett  Rates  and  fairer  comparisons  are  obtained 
if  the  latter  are  used  when  comparing  rates  with  those  of  any  other  area  (when  these  have  been 
similarly  adjusted)  or  with  rates  for  the  Country  as  a whole. 

These  factors  for  Births  and  Deaths  in  respect  of  the  Bourne  U.D.  are  1.00  and  1.02 
respectively.  The  corresponding  figures  when  multiplied  by  the  Crude  Rate  (that  is,  for 
Births  or  Deaths  as  the  case  may  be)  will  give  the  Nett  Rate.

The  birth  rate  at  16.7  was  a little  below  the  National  figure  of  18.1  and  reversed  the 
trend  of  the  previous  year  by  just  over  three  per  thousand. 

The  death  rate  at  10.64  showed  little  significant  difference  from  the  National  figure  of 
11.5.  Forty-five  per  cent  of  the  deaths  in  Bourne  were  in  persons  over  75  years  of  age. 

The  Natural  increase,  that  is  excess  of  live  births  over  deaths  was  thirty-five.  Whilst 
this  is  satisfactory,  it  shows  a drop  of  thirteen  on  the  peak  figure  of  the  previous  year.  This 
natural  increase  has  been  reinforced  by  the  influx  of  new  citizens  into  the  town  and  together 
these  augur  well  for  the  future. 

The  figure  for  Infantile  Mortality  this  year  was  10.75  compared  with  the  National  one  of 
20.0,  which  for  the  eleventh  successive  year  was  the  lowest  ever  previously  recorded.  This 
marks  a great  triumph  for  the  care  and  skill  which  is  devoted  to  the  expectant  mother  and  her 
child,  and  is  a tribute  to  the  high  standard  of  child  care  which  now  prevails  in  general. 

It  must  again  be  realised  that  all  the  local  statistics  have  a limited  meaning  in  themselves , 
as  with  the  small  numbers  involved,  a slight  alteration  in  these  gives  rise  to  a very  big 
variation  in  the  rate. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  comparability  factors,  both  for  deaths  and  births,  given  by  the 
Registrar  General  are  practically  unity.  This  means  in  fact  that  the  composition  of  Bourne* s 
population  for  age  and  sex  is  estimated  to  be  exactly  that  of  a cross  section  of  the  Country  as 
a whole. 

Cardio-vascular  diseases  (27)  were  as  usual  the  most  common  cause  of  death  and  of  these  over 
forty  per  cent  were  due  to  coronary  disease.  The  avoidance  of  over  weight,  excessive  smoking  and 
inadequate  exercise  should  be  the  first  line  of  defence  against  this  vascular  catastrophe,  as  the 
exact  causation  is  not  yet  known. 

Malignant  growths  with  thirteen  victims  - the  same  number  as  the  year  before  - were  second 
in  the  roll  of  death  and  three  of  these  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung.  The  National  death 
toll  from  this  largely  preventable  disease  still  rises.  An  infected  tin  of  corn  beef  in  Aberdeen 
and  its  consequences  filled  the  national  headlines  and  the  population,  alarmed,  refrained  from 
offering  the  product  even  to  their  dogs.  However,  the  cigarette  smoking  population  remained 
unmoved  whilst  infinitely  more  - twenty-five  thousand  of  them  - were  slowly  and  lethally 
poisoned  from  an  also  preventable  cause.  We  are  irrational  beings  when  our  masochistic  pleasures 
are  at  stake. 

The  respiratory  group  of  diseases  accounted  for  nine  deaths,  of  which  five  were  due  to 
Bronchitis.  In  the  clear,  unsullied  air  of  our  tewn,  this  can  hardly  be  ascribed  to  atmospheric 
pollution  and  so  here  again  it  would  appear  that  cigarette  smoking  plays  a villainous  role  in 
its  causation  and  aggravation. 

The  accidental  death  of  a young  man  of  34  was  due  to  extensive  bums  of  the  abdominal  wall 
arising  from  an  accident  to  an  electric  cable,  which  resulted  in  renal  failure. 

For  the  first  time  for  three  years  there  was  no  case  of  suicide.

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HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


Nursing  in  the  Home. 


Under  the  County  Council  scheme  there  are  two  District  Nurses  who  serve  devotedly  the  Bourne 
community  and  parts  of  the  adjoining  area. 

Home  Helps  and  Welfare  Food  Services  - Local  Secretary.  Mrs,  G-.  Watts. 


Home  Helps  are  made  available  in  approved  cases.  The  local  headquarters  are  situated  at  the 
North  Street  Welfare  Clinic  and  are  open  as  follows 


Mondays  and  Wednesdays  - 9.30  a.m.  - 12.30  p.m.  and  2.00  p.m.  - A. 30  p.m. 
Thursdays  - 9.30  a.m.  - 12  noon  and  2.00  p.m.  - 4.30  p.m. 
Tuesdays  and  Fridays  - 2.00  p.m.  - 4.30  p.m. 


The  Home  Helps  provide  a wonderful  service  to  the  elderly  and  disabled,  the  problem  family 
and  the  mother  before  and  after  her  confinement.  It  would  be  almost  impossible  to  assess  what 
they  save  the  Hospital  and  Welfare  Services  financially  and  more  important,  the  humanitarian 
blessings  of  permitting  the  elderly  and  others  to  remain  in  their  own  homes  where  they  so 
desperately  want  to  be.  Six  are  employed  full  time  for  work  in  the  Bourne  district. 


This  service  is  now  assisted  by  the  more  informal  "Good  Neighbour"  one.  If  one  person  is 
prepared  to  help  another  by  popping  in  and  attending  to  their  simple  wants  and  giving  other  items 
of  service,  she  may  be  paid  by  the  Local  Health  Authority,  according  to  the  extent  of  the  services 
she  renders.  It  must  be  stressed  that  the  accent  on  this  supplementary  service  is  informality. 

Health  Visiting. 

Under  the  County  Council  scheme,  one  full  time  Health  Visitor  covers  the  Urban  District  and 
part  of  the  Rural  District  of  South  Kesteven.  Her  duties  cover  the  welfare  of  the  whole  family 
and  especially  its  weaker  members,  the  under  fives,  the  physically  handicapped,  the  elderly  and 
the  socially  incompetent.  The  work  is  difficult  and  time  consuming  but  the  community  owes  her  a 
great  debt  in  the  safeguarding  of  health  and  preserving  the  problem  family  from  disintegration. 

For  the  past  two  years  Miss  Hetherington,  the  Health  Visitor,  in  filling  the  Bourne  post,  has 
also  had  to  cover  in  her  special  capacity  the  two  vacant  similar  posts  in  the  South  Kesteven  Rural 
District  and  in  Stamford  Municipal  Borough  - an  impossible  assignment! 

Ambulance  Service. 

Two  ambulances  and  two  dual-purpose  vehicles  are  stationed  at  Bourne.  As  usual  all  the 
demands  made  upon  the  service  were  efficiently  met. 

Infant  Yf  elf  are  and  School  Clinic. 


The  School  Clinic  is  held  each  Thursday  morning  at  the  Welfare  Centre,  North  Street,  but  as 
in  recent  years,  it  was  poorly  patronised,  except  for  the  purpose  of  Youth  Employment  and  other 
special  medical  examinations,  and  accordingly  infant  welfare  cases  are  now  seen  at  it  also.  The 
regular  Infant  Welfare  sessions  continue  to  be  held  on  the  1st  and  3rd  Thursday  afternoons  in  each 
month  and  the  average  attendance  at  these  clinics  has  increased  during  the  year  to  a figure  of  57. 
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Hearing  tests  for  babies  and  infants  over  7 months  are  done  on  the  2nd  Thursday  in  each  month  from 
10.00  a.m.  to  12  noon.  No  appointment  is  necessary. 

Regular  Ophthalmic,  Physiotherapy  and  Speech  Therapy  sessions  are  also  held  at  these  same 
premises  for  children  up  to  school  leaving  age,  but  alas  there  is  no  sign  of  a dental  surgeon 
appearing  to  carry  on  the  school  dental  service. 

The  School  Health  Service  also  provides  a psychotherapy  clinic  at  the  Children* s Hostel  in 
West  Street  with  Dr.  V.  Holdway  in  charge. 

I would  like  again  to  thank  the  voluntary  workers  who  give  up  so  much  time  to  help  at  the 
Clinic.  They  are  engaged  in  the  sale  of  welfare  concessionary  food,  helping  with  baby  weighing, 
the  record  keeping  and  generally  improving  the  social  side  of  the  Clinic,  which  culminates  in  the 
Christmas  Party. 

Immunisation. 

Free  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus  and  Poliomyelitis  immunisation  is  provided  by  the 
family  doctors  under  the  County  Council  scheme,  as  is  vaccination  against  Smallpox  also.  A 
small  number  made  use  of  the  same  services  which  are  available  to  them  at  the  North  Street  Clinic. 


Mothercraft  and  Relaxation  Classes  for  Expectant  Mothers. 

During  the  year,  24  young  expectant  mothers  attended  these  classes  making  an  aggregate 
attendance  of  169.  They  were  mainly  referred  from  their  General  Practitioner  Obstetricians.  There 
were  mary  expressions  of  appreciation  from  former  pupils  for  the  help  which  they  have  received. 
During  the  year  various  education  films  were  shown  and  enjoyed.  As  well  as  educational,  these 
meetings  are  made  pleasant  social  occasions.  These  are  held  on  Wednesdays  at  2.30  p.m.  to  4.00  p.m. 

Hospital  Services. 

These  are  provided  by  the  East  Anglian  Regional  Hospital  Board  who  control  the  Butterfield 
Hospital  and  the  Chest  Hospital.  St.  Peter’s  Hospital  for  the  mentally  incapacitated  however, 
comes  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board,  who  also  provide  all  the 
mental  treatment  services  for  this  area.  A clinic  for  diseases  of  the  chest  is  held  at  Bourne 
Chest  Hospital  each  Thursday  by  Dr.  Bernard  Royce,  Consultant  Chest  Physician. 

Venereal  Diseases. 


Clinics  are  held  at  the  out-patients  department.  Memorial  Hospital,  Peterborough  under 
Dr.  N.A.  Ross.

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Bacteriological  investigations  are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Peterborough 
under  the  control  of  Dr.  Glencross.  The  assistance  and  co-operation  extended  to  us  throughout  the 
year  has  been  as  generous  as  ever  . 
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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases,  excluding  Tuberculosis,  was  markedly  down 
on  the  previous  year.  There  were  only  37  cases  compared  with  235  in  1964  and  156  in  1963.  This 
fall  was  due  to  the  relative  absence  of  measles  which  accounted  for  nineteen  instead  of  the 
two  hundred  and  five  of  the  year  before. 

It  was  gratifying  that  only  two  cases  of  dysentery  occurred  compared  with  the  nine  in 
1964  and  eighty-nine  in  1963.  Is  it  too  much  to  hope  that  the  lessons  of  good  personal  and 
culinary  hygiene  have  been  learnt  and  that  the  incidence  will  remain  very  low  in  future?  I do 
hope  so.  Again  this  year  there  were  no  cases  of  food  poisoning. 

Though  two  case®  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  this  was  a large  drop  from  the  twenty-six 
of  the  year  before. 

It  is  now  fifteen  years  sinoe  there  was  a victim  of  Poliomyelitis  in  the  town.  This  is  a 
magnificent  tribute  to  the  work  of  Messrs.  Salk  and  Sabin  in  producing  the  vaccines  which  have 
outlawed  Polionyelitis  from  civilised  society.  This  legacy  of  immunity  has  been  bequeathed  at 
the  cost  of  three  drops  of  the  vaccine  on  sugar  or  syrup  on  three  occasions  in  infancy  with  a 
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booster  at  school  age.  It  is  to  be  ardently  hoped  that  many  years  of  freedom  from  the  disease 
will  not  produce  that  apathy  towards  its  prevention  which  has  tended  to  occur  with  diphtheria. 
Bourne  has  now  had  eighteen  years  of  immunity  from  diphtheria  and  a young  generation  of  mothers 
are  now  growing  up  who  have  never  seen  it  and  so  do  not  feel  it.  However,  let  them  be  in  no 
doubt  that  it  is  still  alive  in  the  wings  and  every  ready  to  take  the  stage  if  they  do  not 
ensure  that  their  children  are  fully  protected  during  their  first  year  of  life  and  their 
immunity  maintained  during  childhood. 

It  is  practically  routine  now  to  give  protection  against  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  at  the 
same  time  as  diphtheria  and  a very  wise  precaution  too.  Soon  it  is  to  be  hoped  there  will  be  a 

vaccine  fully  effective  and  safe  against  measles.  Will  it  be  in  time  to  avert  the  next  outbreak 

of  measles  due  in  this  community  in  the  winter  of  1266/67. 

All  these  immunisations  are  highly  desirable,  but  they  do  create  problems  for  those  who  want 
to  know  accurately  what  the  individual  has  been  given  and  when.  In  no  instance  is  this  more 
true  than  in  the  case  of  an  accident  when  the  doctor  in  the  Casualty  Department  or  the  Surgery 
wants  to  know  whether  to  give  or  withhold  anti-tetanus  serum.  Ready  access  to  a central  record 
seems  to  be  highly  desirable  and  it  would  have  to  be  available  at  all  times.  Could  the  head- 
quarters of  the  Ambulance  service  provide  a solution  to  the  problem? 

Vaccination  against  smallpox  is  usually  requested  on  the  eve  of  departure  for  foreign  parts 
rather  than  as  a routine  in  childhood,  yet  research  has  shown  that  around  twelve  months  old  is 

the  best  and  safest  age  for  this  procedure.  Why  run  the  risk  of  a sore  arm  on  holiday  when  a 

little  prescience  would  have  avoided  it? 

All  new  personnel  of  the  South  Lincolnshire  Water  Board  who  intend  to  work  within  this  area 
and  in  contact  with  the  water  supplies  have  routine  Widal  blood  tests  carried  out  by  appointment. 
Similarly  all  personnel  have  annual  urine  and  faeces  examinations  done  to  eliminate  as  far  as  is 
humanly  possible,  all  risks  of  water  supply  contamination  by  the  unsuspecting  carrier  of  one  of 
the  intestinal  group  of  diseases. 

The  Council  continue  to  supply  all  their  workmen  at  occupational  risk,  with  a card  of 
explanation  and  precautions  against  Weils  disease.  Any  employer  with  employees  at  similar  risk 
will  gladly  be  provided  with  copies  of  these. 

Venereal  Disease. 

The  National  incidence  of  new  cases  of  venereal  disease  with  its  steady  rise,  must  give 
all  engaged  in  social  medicine  cause  for  alarm. 

This  year  224  new  cases  attended  the  Peterborough  Venereal  Disease  Clinic. 

There  were,  unfortunately,  nine  new  cases  from  Bourne  compared  with  the  six  of  last

Tuberculosis 


There  were  two  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  - one  a man  aged  50  years  and  the  other 
a woman  aged  25  years.  There  was  additionally,  one  case  of  the  Non-Pulmonary  type  (Cervical  Glands) 
in  a woman  aged  23  years. 

I would  again  like  to  record  gratefully  the  harmonious  and  effective  liaison  between  the  Health 
Visitor  and  the  staff  of  the  Bourne  Chest  Hospital  which  has  continued  throughout  the  year.  The 
interchange  of  environmental  and  clinical  information  on  cases  inside  and  outside  of  hospital  vastly 
improves  the  effectiveness  of  the  service  to  the  patient  and  his  family. 

The  B.C.G.  vaccination  scheme  is  now  in  its  sixth  year.  All  children  aged  thirteen  are 
eligible  and  the  acceptance  rate  was  reasonably  satisfactory.  134  were  Heaf  tested  and  of  these  103 
were  found  to  be  negative  and  were  vaccinated  with  B.C.G.  The  remaining  11  positive  all  had  chest 
x-rays. 

I would  like  to  thank  Dr.  Bernard  Royce,  Consultant  Chest  Physician  and  Dr.  Sims  for  their 
help  in  this  work. 


The  promised  visit  of  the  Cambridge  Mass  Radiography  Unit  materialised  in  May  of  this  year. 

As  one  of  the  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tubercle  already  recorded  occurred  in  a patient  at  St.  Peter's 
Hospital,  it  was  deemed  adviseable  to  x-ray  all  the  patients  and  staff.  The  Mass  Radiography  Unit 
carried  out  the  function  so  far  as  all  the  ambulant  were  concerned  and  the  remaining  forty 
patie  nt  s were  taken  by  ambulance  to  the  Chest  Hospital  and  x-rayed  there.  We  are  indebted  to 
the  co-operation  of  all  concerned  in  carrying  out  this  work  so  expeditiously.  After  the  completion 
of  this  task,  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  set  up  in  the  Corn  Exchange  from  25th  May  to  2nd  June,  and 
while  there  x-rayed  1,908  members  of  the  general  public.  It  is  regrettable  that  under  60  per  cent 
of  those  over  15  years  of  age  who  were  eligible  should  have  availed  themselves  of  this  free  and 
confidential  opportunity  of  a check  up  on  the  health  of  their  chests. 

Dr.  Daphne  Smith,  Medical  Director  of  the  Cambridge  Mass  Radiography  Unit  has  kindly 
supplied  the  following  statistical  information  on  the  surveys  at  St.  Peter's  Hospital  and  the 
public  survey  at  the  Corn  Exchange.  It  was  heartening  to  all  engaged  or  interested  in  preventive 
medicine  that  no  active  tubercle  was  found  in  the  course  of  the  visit.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  responsibility  for  the  supply  and  distribution  of  water  is  that  of  the  South 
Lincolnshire  Water  Board  on  which  Bourne  is  represented  by  one  member. 

The  water  is  obtained  by  a 36  inch  and  a 13  inch  bore  from  the  Lincolnshire  Limestone 
Water  bearing  strata.  It  has  a characteristically  high  degree  of  total  hardness,  is  not 
plumbo -solvent  and  contains  virtually  no  fluoride.  In  the  raw  state  it  has  a high  standard  of 
bacteriological  purity.  It  has  been  adequate  in  quantity  throughout  the  year. 

I am  much  indebted  to  Mr.  Cameron  Stobie,  Engineer  and  Manager  to  the  Board  for  the 
following  information  on  the  work  done  during  the  year  and  his  comments.

This  sample  is  clear  and  bright  in  appearance,  neutral  in  reaction  and  free  from  metals 
apart  from  a negligible  trace  of  iron.  The  water  is  very  hard  in  character  but  not  excess ively 
so,  it  contains  no  excess  of  mineral  constituents  and  it  is  of  very  satisfactory  organic 
quality. 

From  the  aspect  of  the  chemical  analysis  these  results  are  indicative  of  a pure  and  whole- 
some water  suitable  for  public  supply  purposes.

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During  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  water  levels  were  still  extremely  low  and  the 
submersible  pump  from  time  to  time  lifted  a little  fine  sand.  However,  thanks  to  an  abnormally 
wet  season  by  the  year's  end  the  water  levels  iood  higher  than  for  many  years  past. 

A typical  analysis  of  the  water  is  again  included  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Though  the  Minister  of  Health  himself  has  issued  letters  urging  local  health  authorities  to 
press  for  the  fluoridation  of  water  supplies,  our  own  local  health  authority  and  the  majority  of 
the  district  authorities  within  the  County  have  declared  themselves  in  favour  of  it,  it  would 
appear  for  a number  of  reasons  that  it  may  be  some  time  before  the  necessary  steps  can  be  taken. 

The  demands  for  new  mains , better  supplies  and  the  ever  increasing  needs  of  a expanding 
population  for  the  moment  have  priority  and  the  children  must  find  some  other  answer  to  their 
toothaches. 

The  extensions  to  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  were  commenced  and  were  very  urgently  required 
as  there  was  evidence  that  overloading  was  taking  place  and  no  authority  can  afford  sub-standard 
effluents  in  these  days.  Unfortunately  the  construction  of  the  new  channel  to  divert  surface 
water  from  the  Carr  Dyke  to  the  Bourne  Eau  has  not  yet  started  as  this  is  an  essential  step  in 
the  modernisation  of  the  town's  sewage  scheme  and  the  separation  of  rain  and  foul  water  systems. 

As  arranged  by  contract,  the  Bourne  works  began  receiving  sewerage  from  the  neighbourirg  Rural 
District  villages  north  and  south  of  the  town  in  October  and  this  further  increased  the  urgency 
of  getting  on  with  the  tasks  of  enlargement  and  reconstruction  of  various  branches  of  the  sewage 
disposal  system.  It  is  equally  in  the  interests  of  the  River  Boards  and  the  towns. 

The  provision  of  new  public  conveniences  on  the  Recreation  Ground  met  a need.  They 
were  opened  in  May  and  were  subjected  to  the  unwelcome  attention  of  vandals  a few  weeks  later. 

After  the  damaged  wash  basins  had  been  repaired  they  were  unmolested  for  the  remainder  of  the 
year.  It  is  hoped  this  senseless  destruction  will  not  be  repeated. 

The  swimming  bath  provided  by  the  Bourne  United  Charities  in  one  comer  of  their  delightful 
Abbey  Lawn  Park  continues  to  be  a greatly  appreciated  attribute  of  the  town.  The  new  chlorination 
plant  has  produced  a great  improvement  though  occasional  plate  counts  were  high.  Extensive  plans 
have  been  agreed  and  should  be  implemented  by  the  1966  season.  These  should  make  it  first  class 
from  a hygienio  point  of  view,  but  what  a pity  it  couldn't  be  heated  so  that  the  health  giving 
exercise  of  swimming  could  be  extended  from  a few  weeks  to  many  months.  It  would  enormously 
increase  the  value  of  the  bath,  make  it  independent  of  our  unreliable  summers  and  be  an  outlet 
for  our  youth. 

Details  of  the  sampling  of  the  water  from  the  bath  is  given  elsewhere  in  the  Report. 

The  Council  are  the  Burial  Authority  and  there  is  adequate  provision  of  burial  ground  for  the 
foreseeable  future.  There  were  forty  burials  during  the  year.  The  nearest  Crematorium  is  at 
Marholm  near  Peterborough  and  this  is  extensively  used  as  an  alternative  to  burial.  Mortuary 
facilities  continue  to  be  provided  by  the  courtesy  of  St.  Peter's  Hospital,  in  association  with 
the  South  Kesteven  Rural  District.  All  routine  demands  for  mortuary  facilities  from  the  Police, 
the  Coroner  or  the  Pathologist  are  met  by  the  mortuary  at  Stamford  Hospital.  The  local  one  was 
not  used  at  all  during  the  year. 
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A weekly  house  refuse  collection  service  is  given  and  disposal  is  by  a controlled  tipping 
system.  The  Council  are  lucky  in  having  adequate  space  for  a number  of  years  ahead  to  continue 
dealing  with  refuse  in  this  relatively  economical  way. 

There  were  no  reported  cases  of  flea  or  bedbug  infestation  during  the  year.  Unlike  the 
previous  year  there  was  no  incidence  of  Scabies  either. 

After  a succession  of  mild  winters,  it  was  not  surprising  that  rats  were  very  prevalent 
during  the  autumn  and  early  winter  months.  They  were  adequately  controlled  by  the  activities 
of  the  Rodent  Operator.  Fortunately  there  has  been  no  evidence  in  this  area  of  the  rats  becoming 
immune  to  Warfarin  as  has  occured  in  other  parts  of  the  Country. 

In  last  year's  report  it  was  mentioned  that  litter  was  less  of  a problem  than  it  had  been  and 
it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  this  trend  has  continued,  A short  session  of  street  cleansing  on 
Sunday  mornings  has  been  a great  help  also.  The  fact  that  Bourne,  after  being  runner-up  in  the 
Competition  in  the  previous  year,  was  judged  the  Best  Kept  Small  Town  in  Lincolnshire  in  19 65 


should  be  noted  with  pride  and  with  determination  to  keep  it  so.

During  the  year,  sixteen  council  houses  were  built,  a pleasing  increase  on  the  two  of  the 
previous  year.  Private  enterprise  added  another  forty  to  the  total. 

The  Council  operate  a points  system  in  allocating  houses.  During  1965  two  applications  only 
were  received  for  priority  re-housing  on  the  grounds  of  ill-health  and  in  the  anticipation  of 
obtaining  Health  Points. 

Though  the  original  Slum  Clearance  Programme  which  the  Council  set  themselves  in  1955  of 
108  houses  was  completed  in  time,  it  was  found  necessary  to  deal  with  a further  three  individual 
unfit  dwellings  during  the  current  year.  Naturally  further  action  of  a similar  nature  will  occur 
from  time  to  time,  but  unfit  houses  are  no  longer  a major  problem  in  the  town. 

During  the  year  seventeen  improvement  grants  were  awarded,  seven  of  them  in  respect  of  the 
Council's  own  properties. 

The  number  of  applicants  on  the  Waiting  List  for  Council  accommodation  at  the  year's  end 
was  129,  one  more  than  the  year  before  in  spite  of  the  efforts  of  the  Housing  Committee  over  the 
twelve  months.  Of  these,  forty-eight  (thirty-seven  per  cent)  require  elderly  persons  bungalows 
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or  ground  floor  flats.  The  demand  for  these  seem  insatiable  and  first  floor  or  higher  accommodation 
does  not  meet  the  needs  of  these  applicants.  The  opening  of  the  sixteen  grouped  flatlets  with  a Warden 
in  charge  marked  a great  step  forward  in  providing  for  the  needs  of  the  elderly,  the  frail  and  the 
lonely.  - 

The  installation  of  back-ground  heating,  which  the  individual  cannot  reduce  below  a basic 
minimum,  is  a major  precaution  in  the  prevention  of  Hypothermia  which  can  be  so  deadly  to  the 
elderly.  The  tenants  approve  the  amenities  of  their  new  homes  very  appreciatively  and  value 
the  kindly  watchful  eye  of  the  Warden. 

This  year  also  marked  the  opening  of  Digby  Court,  the  newly  built  residential  welfare  hostel 
of  the  Kesteven  County  Council.  No  efforts  have  been  spared  to  make  it  comfortable  and  attractive 
for  the  forty-eight  residents.  Some  find.it  difficult,  however  necessary,  it  may  be  for  their 
physical  well  being,  to  adjust  themselves  to  the  transplantation  from  a home  of  their  own  to  a 
hostel. 

Of  the  120  Council  Houses  at  the  end  of  last  year  which  were  without  hot  water  systems,  a 
further  eight  have  now  had  this  necessary  amenity  installed.  There  still  remains  112  Council 
houses  to  be  dealt  with,  situated  as  follows 

Dyke  8 Burghley  Street  10 

George  Street  38  Victoria  Place  5. 

Harrington  Street  51 

The  work  of  providing  these  essential  amenities  is  proceeding  as  circumstances  permit  it. 

The  Bourne  United  Charities  have  taken  another  generous  step  in  assisting  the  elderly  who 
inhabit  their  West  Street  Almshouses  . The  appointment  of  a Warden  to  maintain  tactful  vigilance 
over  the  group  is  a great  asset  and  provides  someone  to  whom  to  turn  in  moments  of  crisis.  The 
provision  of  two  bathrooms  will  also  be  much  appreciated  which  are  available  to  the  residents. 

Dear  money  and  consequently  more  costly  mortgages  lay  cold  hands  on  those  who  would  like  to 
build  homes.  Were  it  not  for  this,  undoubtedly  more  homes  would  have  been  erected  during  the  past 
twelve  months,  for  the  demand  is  still  stridently  insistent  for  them,  and  where  is  it  better  to 
build  them  and  live  than  within  this  unspoiled  town? 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

The  two  slaughterhouses  in  the  town  provide  an  adequate  service  locally  to  the  meat  traders 
as  well  as  providing  for  a population  further  afield. 

One  of  these  is  expecting  to  slaughter  up  to  300  pigs  a week  for  this  latter  trade.  A 
hundred  per  cent  meat  inspection  has  been  maintained  by  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  with 
the  assistance  of  an  Inspector  from  the  South  Kesteven  Rural  District.  However,  with  the  expansion 
envisaged  it  became  quite  apparent  that  an  additional  member  of  the  Health  Inspector's  staff  was 
essential  and  an  appointment  was  made. 

Quite  apart  from  meat  inspection,  the  regular,  friendly  and  informal  visit  of  the  Health 
Inspector  to  all  food  premises  is  an  essential  factor  in  the  maintenance  of  the  highest  standard 
in  food  handling.  He  it  is  who  sees  where  unnoticed  lapses  have  occurred  in  the  final  steps  of 
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foocfo  long  journey  from  producer  to  the  consumer. 

It  is  difficult  to  see  how  open  air  market  stalls  selling  food  can  conform  to  all  the 
requirements  necessary  to  keep  their  wares  from  the  ‘frisk  of  contamination'*.  The  washbasin 
supplied  with  cold  water  only  in  the  public  conveniences  is  hardly  sufficient  provision  for 
those  engaged  in  the  food  business. 

The  customer  can  exert  a telling  effect  by  witi-holding  his  patronage  from  premises  where 
standards  of  food  handling  are  lax.  Nonetheless,  only  the  routine  visit  from  the  Health 
Department  can  safeguard  the  customer  from  unsuspected  lapses  in  the  "room  at  the  back"where 
food  is  stored,  handled  and  prepared  for  sale.  This  supervisory  work  makes  great  demands  on  your 
Health  Inspector’s  time. 

Mr.  Hawley,  Chief  Inspector  of  Pood  and  Drugs  who  is  also  so  helpful  throughout  the  year, 
has,  as  usual,  given  a synopsis  of  the  work  of  his  department  in  this  area. 

He  saysj- 

” "Pood",  itself,  is  defined,  rather  elliptically , as  ’anything  used  as  food  or  drink  by  man, 
including  chewing  gum  and  other  products  of  a nature,  but  not  water  or  live  animals’.  It  is,  of 
course,  a constantly  changing  list  of  commodities,  for  a man's  palate  is  ever  being  titillated 
with  new  delicacies  and  his  diet  revitalised,  not  with  spices  as  was  the  custom  years  qgo,  but  with 
a wide  range  of  additives,  many  of  dubious  food  value.  There  are,  for  example,  some  1,200 
flavouring  substances  in  fairly  common  use,  though  no  two  countries  have  exactly  similar  lists. 
Again,  while  Great  Britain  allows  the  use  of  some  30  inorganic  coal-tar  dyes  under  the  Colouring 
Matter  in  Food  Regulations,  Greece  and  Iceland  permit  no  synthetic  dyes  of  any  sort.  There  is 
no  doubt  whatever  that  anxiety  exists  in  many  quarters  at  the  indiscriminate  use  of  food  colours , 
especially  the  coal-tar  dyes,  and  there  is  reason  to  hope  their  use  may  be  discontinued  in  this 
country  in  the  near  future.  Six  were  banned  in  August  this  year. 

It  must  be  remembered,  however,  that  the  pattern  of  life  in  this  country  today,  makes  it 
almost  impossible  for  town-dwellers  to  get  any  fresh  food  at  all.  Gone  are  the  days  when  more 
than  half  the  population  could  get  its  daily  requirements  of  vitamins  from  a diet  of  home-grown 
vegetables,  cooked  and  served  within  an  hour  or  two  of  gathering,  which  is  the  only  way  to 
preserve  many  of  these  volatile  essentials. 

A great  deal  of  reseach  has  been  carried  on  in  recent  years  into  the  problem  of  persistent 
residues  in  soil.  It  has  been  shown  that  aldrin,  dieldrin  and  DDT  can  persist  for  many  years 
once  they  become  intimately  mixed  with  soil.  What  is  more,  these  residues  remain  biologically 
active  for  many  years  and  build  up  in  some  root  crops  more  than  others.  Carrots  have  been  found 
to  be  especially  liable  to  acquire  residues,  the  greatest  concentration  being  in  the  skin.  As 
with  many  other  situations  of  potential  hazard  to  the  •onsuming  public,  this  problem  is  kept 
under  constant  review. 

Pood  Additives. 

Pood  additives,  as  distinct  from  residues,  fall  into  two  main  groups,  namely,  (l)  those 
which  are  added  to  fortify  and  enrich  foodstuffs  and  (2)  those  whose  purpose  is  purely  commercial. 
Although  a small  minority  may  be  against  what  they  term  'mass  medication’,  most  people  agree 
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that  the  addition  of. vitamins,  minerals  and  other  nutrient  factors  to  certain  foods  is  a 
commendable  practice.  In  a quite  different  categoiy,  however,  is  the  addition  of  colouring 
matter,  antioxidants,  preservatives,  stabilisers,  maturing  agents  and  similar  substances,  because 
they  have  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  nutrition  and  are  used  merely  to  improve  the  appearance  or 
extend  the  * shelf -life'  of  certain  foods. 


Food  Preservation. 

Although  the  layman  may  inveigh  against  the  excessive  use  of  food  additives,  the  fact  remains 
that  food  preservation  must  be  practised  on  a vast  scale  if  the  country's  population  is  to  be 
properly  fed.  Rotten  food  can  be  very  much  more  dangerous  than  preserved  food,  provided  the  method 
of  preservation  is  subject  to  proper  control.  All  methods  of  food  preservation  have  the  same 
objective  - the  destruction  or  inhibition  of  micro  organisms.  The  heat-treatment  of  milk  and  of 
canned  goods  destroys  bacteria  which,  left  to  develop  naturally,  would  cause  putrefaction  in  a 
relatively  short  time.  Refrigeration  inhibits  bacterial  growth,  but  does  not  actually  destroy  the 
micro  organisms;  nor  do  the  chemical  preservatives  such  as  benzoic  acid,  sulphur  dioxide  or  orth- 
pheny 1-phenol.  Moisture  and  warmth  are  both  conducive  to  bacterial  growth  and  thus  dehydration 
as  well  as  refrigeration  will  slow  down  the  natural  deterioration  of  perishable  foods.  All  these 
methods  are  practised  by  food  manufacturers  and  it  is  the  duty  of  sampling  officers  to  ensure  that 
where  a chemical  preservative  is  prohibited  (as  in  the  case  of  milk)  or  is  permitted  at  a certain 
level  (as  in  the  case  of  sausages),  the  law  is  not  flouted."

Butter. 

By  definition,  butter  must  be  made  exclusively  from  milk,  with  or  without  salt  and  with  or 
without  certain  permitted  colouring  matters.  It  must  not  contain  preservatives  (other  than  salt) 
and  not  more  than  l&fo  water,  although  under  the  Anti-Oxidants  in  Food  Regulations,  1958,  it  may 
contain  certain  permitted  anti-oxidants.  These  are  substances  which 

"......delay,  retard  or  prevent  the  development  of 

rancidity  or  other  flavour  deterioration " 

and  since  most  fats  become  rancid  on  exposure  to  air  and  light,  the  addition  of  antioxidants  is 
permitted  by  law  to  extend  the  'shelf -life*  of  butter,  margarine  and  cooking  fats.  The  Food 
Standards  Committee  is  currently  reviewing  these  Regulations  as  part  of  a larger  survey  of  all 
food  additives  and  it  is  encouraging  to  know  that  on  the  question  of  antioxidants  they  have 
already  said:- 

" we  have  borne  in  mind  in  our  review  the  general 

principle  that  an  antioxidant  should  only  be  used  in 
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food  when  there  is  evidence  of  real  need  - NOT  MERELY 
SOME  MINOR  COMMERCIAL  ADVANTAGE  - and  when  it  can  be 
shown  that  its  use  is  likely  to  benefit  the  consumer, 
without  presenting  a foreseeable  hazard  to  health.” 

This  butter  sample  was  satisfactory. 

Soft  Drinks. 

Soft  drinks  have  become  increasingly  popular  since  the  War  and  though  they  have  a mainly 
seasonal  appeal,  their  consumption  at  all  times  of  the  year  is  considerable.  In  recent  years, 
dietetic  soft  drinks  have  achieved  prominence,  for  it  is  not  only  in  Lent  that  people  who  renounce 
sugar  notice  an  improvement  in  health.  Actuarial  statistics  on  obesity  are  not  necessarily 
conclusive,  but  Professor  John  Yudkin,  of  London  University , has  said  there  are  three  nutritional 
disadvantages  of  a high  consumption  of  sugar,  namely,  (l)  it  provides  too  many  calories  and  thereby 
induces  overweight  problems,  (2)  it  displaces  more  nutritious  foods  (sugar  is  entirely  devoid  of 
nutrient  value)  and  (3)  it  contributes  to  disease,  notably,  dental  decay,  diabetes,  stomach  ulcers 
and  coronary  thrombosis.  If  all  this  is  true,  the  use  of  cyclamates  (sodium  cyclamate  and  calcium 
cyclamate)  in  soft  drinks,  legalised  in  the  U.K.  as  from  June,  1965,  will  bring  relief  to  many  who 
worry  either  about  diet  or  obesity.  Cyclamates  are  about  30  times  sweeter  than  sugar,  have  a very 
much  less  detectable  off -taste  than  saccharin  and  a much  lower  calorie  value  than  sugar  or 
sorbitol.  They  will  doubtless  be  extensively  used  in  better  quality  soft  drinks  for  people  who 
like  the  taste  of  sugar  but  know  they  should  not  take  it  in  the  form  of  sucrose. 

Milk. 

All  the  samples  were  genuine. 

The  safety  of  milk  and  the  maintenance  of  its  purity  remain  as  formerly  , of  supreme 
importance,  dependent  as  the  young  and  the  old  are  upon  it  for  nutritional  purposes. 

Periodic  sampling  has  been  done  on  it  for  the  presence  of  penicillin,  traces  of  which  can 
enter  the  milk  after  a member  of  a dairy  herd  has  had  treatment  with  this  antibiotic  for 
Mastitis.  It  would  appear  that  the  dairy  farmers  are  abiding  by  the  injunction  not  to  send  any 
milk  to  market  from  any  cow  until  48  hours  after  the  termination  of  treatment  with  this  drug  as  no 
traces  were  found. 

Milk  which  had  not  been  pasteurised  but  on  sale  to  the  public  was  also  sampled  periodically 
for  the  presence  of  any  Brucellae.  These  organisms  cause  oontageous  abortion  in  cows  and  if 
excreted  in  their  milk  and  consumed,  can  cause  Undulant  Pever  in  man.  One  sample  found  in  the 
course  of  delivery  to  be  suspicious  led  to  the  finding  of  an  excretor  in  the  dairy  herd  from 
which  the  milk  was  obtained  but  situated  in  another  Authority's  area.  The  importance  of  constant 
vigilance  cannot  be  over  stressed. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT. 

No  action  for  the  compulsory  removal  of  a person  from  his  own  home  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  was  necessary  this  year.  In  one  instance  however,  it  was  only  avoided  after  preliminary 
steps  had  been  taken  to  secure  such  a removal.  When,  in  spite  of  every  effort  by  the  Medical 
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and  Social  services,  his  domestic  circumstances  had  reached  a state  in  which  neither  he  nor  his 
home  were  safe.  He  was  admitted  in  the  first  instance,  to  Hospital  and  subsequently  with  his  own 
consent  to  Welfare  accommodation. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

The  Council  gives  financial  support  to  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education  and  makes 
full  use  of  their  propaganda  material.  One  suspects  however,  that  the  public,  inured  as  they 
are  to  the  advertising  experts  on  the  television,  in  the  papers,  on  the  hoardings  and  in  those 
personal  communications  pushed  through  their  letter  boxes , are  not  greatly  impressed  or  altered  in 
their  ways  or  attitudes.  The  gospel  of  good  health  must  be  told  to  the  young  while  they  are 
still  susceptible  to  truth  and  knowledge;  and  it  must  be  told  personally  rather  than  through 
the  medium  of  mass  indoctrination  if  it  is  to  bear  fruit. 

MISCELLANY 

The  Meals -on-Wheels  workers  have  recorded  another  year  of  praiseworthy  service  to  the 
community.  They  deliver  dinners  twice  a week  to  twenty-four  elderly  persons. 

Mrs.  Webb,  Centre  Secretary,  has  kindly  reported  as  follows 

’This  service  commenced  in  Bourne,  January  1962,  hot  meals  being 
delivered  to  twelve  old  people  by  members  using  their  own  cars, 
accompanied  by  an  attendant,  or  'mate'. 

These  meals  consisted  of  meat,  two  vegetables,  and  a sweet;  heated 
in  a 'Hotlock*  (charcoal).  During  the  first  year  just  over  1,000 
meals  were  delivered. 

By  July,  1963,  owing  to  the  generosity  of  the  people  of  Bourne, 
enough  money  had  been  raised  to  purchase  a Mini  van  (W.L.  374). 

This  was  commissioned  for  use  at  a public  ceremony  by  Mrs.  Tipler, 
the  then  Chairman  of  the  Council.  7/e  were  now  equipped  to  add 
another  twelve  old  people  to  the  list.  Three  from  Dyke  and 
three  from  Twenty  were  added  and  we  soon  reached  our  maximum. 

We  have  continued  to  deliver  that  number  for  nearly  three  years. 

Last  year's  total  of  meals  supplied  and  prepared  at  the  School 
Canteen  was  1,967  and  we  expect  this  yearfe  total  to  exceed  the 
2,000  mark. 

We  have  a capable  and  energetic  rota  of  10  drivers  and  10  attendants 
(with  two  reserves  of  both).  We  would  welcome  the  names  of  any- 
one willing  to  give  two  hours  service  to  this  very  worthwhile  job". 

How  eagerly  their  visits  are  awaited,  not  only  for  the  meal  itself  but  also  for  the  social 
contact  and  feeling  of  being  valued  members  of  the  town  which  are  its  accompaniment  and  sauco. 
Par  to  many  elderly  still  make  do  on  too  little  milk  and  this  is  alarming.  It  is  being  more 
fully  realised  how  important  adequate  nutrition  is  for  the  older  citizens  if  they  are  to  be 
maintained  in  health.  In  fact  it  may  well  be  that  they  are  in  greater  need  of  easily 
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assimilable  milk  than  the  school  child  is  today.  It  is  singularly  unfortunate  too  that  the  dairy 
industry  seem  to  be  likely  to  abolish  the  half  pint  bottle  which  for  the  single  elderly  person  may 
be  a further  deterrent.  The  content  of  the  meal  itself  should  be  reviewed  from  time  to  time  to 
ensure  that  it  contains  a sufficiency  of  high  cla.ss  protein  and  vitamins.  A comprehensive  system 
of  regular  voluntary  visiting  should  also  be  an  essential  part  of  any  community’s  care  of  its 
elderly  for  only  thus  can  loneliness  be  prevented  and  the  onset  of  self -neglect  which  so  often 
accompanies  it.  There  were  seven  cases  of  acute  socio-medical  crisis  during  the  year  which  were 
fully  investigated  and  helped  as  far  as  possible.  In  most  instances,  they  involved  elderly 
persons  who  by  reason  of  age,  apathy  and  infirmity,  had  allowed  their  personal  hygiene  and  domestic 
management  to  decline  to  the  stage  at  which  intervention  was  inevitable.  To  remove  such  persons 
compulsorily  to  the  relatively  sterile  atmosphere  of  a Welfare  home  may  be  a sop  to  public 
conscience  but  is  no  solution  to  the  human  problem.  At  least  until  the  last  ounce  of  the  resources 
of  domiciliary  care  has  been  exhausted  or  the  person  concerned  has  been  persuaded  voluntarily  to 
seek  the  refuge  of  Welfare  accommodation.  First  and  last,  each  is  an  individual  entitled  to 
live  and  die  in  their  own  home  if  they  so  wish,  provided  they  pay  their  rent  and  rates! 

I wish  again  to  thank  Mr.  J.  Farrer,  the  Manager  of  the  local  offices  of  the  Ministry  of 
Pensions  and  National  Insurance  for  his  continuing  help  in  placing  a copy  of  the  Council's 
synopsis  of  the  services  available  to  the  elderly  in  the  explanatory  documents  sent  to  each 
person  as  they  reach  pensionable  age. 

The  South  Area  Co-ordinating  Committee  for  the  Welfare  of  the  Elderly  continued  to  meet 
regularly  throughout  the  year.  On  this  sat  representatives  of  the  three  National  Assistance 
Boards  which  serve  this  area;  the  Meals-on-Wheels  organiser;  the  Home  Help  organiser;  the  Health 
Visitors;  the  District  Welfare  Officer;  the  Housing  Officers  of  the  three  southern  districts;  the 
Matron  of  St.  George’s  Hospital  (for  the  elderly);  a family  doctor;  the  Consultant  Physician  to  the 
Peterborough  and  Stamford  Group,  and  myself.  All  the  more  difficult  cases  met  within  our 
respective  spheres  are  discussed  and  resources  pooled,  so  that  through  one  person  or  agency,  the 
maximum  benefit  can  be  brought  to  the  individual  in  trouble.  During  the  three  years  of  its 
existence,  it  has  proved  of  enormous  value  as  well  as  creating  for  the  members  of  the  Committee 
a clearer  understanding  of  the  powers,  duties  and  problems  of  the  others.  Long  may  it  flourish. 

As  Community  Physician,  I hope  one  day  to  see  clinics  available  to  the  elderly  where  they  can 
have  on  request  all  the  preventive  and  screening  procedures  designed  to  make  retirement  and  the 
added  years  as  healthy  as  modern  medicine  can  achieve.  In  this  conviction  I must  mention  the 
most  exciting  project  which  has  been  discussed  and  well  received  of  a Health  Centre  for  Bourne. 

This  would  allow  doctors  and  the  ancilliary  services  working  in  the  fields  of  therapeutic  and 
preventive  medicine  to  work  side  by  side  in  the  fullest  interests  of  the  community,  and  to  heal 
the  schism  produced  arbitrarily  by  the  National  Health  Service  Act.  May  be  Professor  Porritt's 
plea  for  Area  Health  Boards  will  further  co-ordinate  all  branches  of  medicine  for  the  good  of  all. 
Is  this  too  much  to  hope  for  the  future? 

A year  ago  in  this  report  was  mentioned  lead  in  toys  and  the  dangers  thereof  and  how  in 
Bourne  one  such  set  of  toy  tools  was  found  and  investigated.  The  red  screwdriver  was  found  to 
have  ztfo  of  lead  that  is  over  2,500  parts  per  million  whereas  the  permitted  amount  in  food  is 
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put  at  a maximum  of  2 parts  per  million,  five  parts  per  million  in  fluid  but  by  permission  of 
the  Home  Office  a higher  figure  of  at  least  50  parts  per  million  for  toys.  At  the  same  time 
as  we  were  investigating  this,  other  similar  cases  were  reported  and  the  Home  Office  was  fully 
aware  of  the  importation  of  these  dangerous  toys. 

History  repeated  itself  in  spite  of  all  this  when  a mother  brought  to  me  a similar  toy 
carpenter's  set  given  to  her  child  as  a Christmas  present.  In  this  case  the  paint  appeared 
more  intimately  mixed  with  the  plastic  than  in  the  former  but  the  analysis  showed  much  the  same 
picture.  Why  are  the  'Powers  that  be'  so  slow  to  take  action  to  prohibit  the  importation  of 
these  kind  of  toys?  Lead  has  long  been  known  as  a dangerous  poison,  all  the  more  so  because 
its  effects  are  cumulative.  Furthermore  recent  research  at  Great  Ormond  Street  Children's 
Hospital  points  to  the  fact  that  ingestion  of  lead  can  be  a factor  in  the  production  of  mental 
retardation  in  young  children. 

The  analysis  of  the  toys  concerned  werej-

During  the  year  the  Children  at  Risk  Co-ordinating  Committee  for  the  South  Area  met 
quarterly.  The  composition  is  much  the  same  as  that  of  the  Elderly  already  mentioned,  with  the 
addition  of  the  Area  Childrens  Officer;  the  Mental  Welfare  Worker;  the  N.S.P.C.C.  Inspector; 
the  School  Welfare  Officer;  the  Headmaster  of  a special  school  for  the  Educationally  sub-normal 
and  Councillor  Dr.  G.A.F.  Holloway  also  brings  his  incisive  wit  and  deep  understanding  of  the 
frailties  of  human  nature  to  the  deliberations.  It  is  enormously  beneficial  to  all  those  who 
work  for  the  welfare  of  actually  and  potentially  deprived  children. 

The  flood  of  socio-medical  and  environmental  legislation  of  directories,  circulars  and 
memoranda  from  Governmental  departments  and  other  sources  to  which  reference  was  made  last  year, 
continues.  It  is  very  difficult  to  find  adequate  time  to  keep  abreast  of  them  all  and  apply 
them  to  the  local  situation.  Senior  members  of  Health  departments  throughout  the  Country  must 
bo  faced  with  the  same  difficulty  of  getting  the  requisite  time  to  read  and  digest  this  welter 
of  information  and  instruction.  It  is  also  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  avoid  interruption 
so  that  reports  such  as  this , which  require  a little  continuity  of  thought  must  perforce  to  be 
written  in  the  comparative  privacy  of  evenings  in  one's  hone. 

In  drawing  this  report  to  a close,  I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  unfailing  support  and  encouragement  throughout  the  year. 

As  Senior  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  Buckle  has  been  a most  helpful  and  cheerful  colleague  on 
whose  judgement  I place  the  greatest  reliance.  His  hard  task  in  his  dual  role  will  be 
fortunately  lightened  by  the  arrival  of  Mr.  Thompson,  Assistant  Public  Health  Inspector  whose 
stay  in  the  town  I hope  will  be  a long  and  happy  one. 

I also  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Mason,  our  Clerk,  and  my  other  colleagues  on  the  staff  for  their 
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unstinting  help  and  courtesy  at  all  times.  I offer  best  wishes  to  Mrs.  Peters  on  the  eve  of  her 
departure  and  thank  her  for  her  loyal  and  zestful  services  in  the  department. 

Finally  I again  wish  to  acknowledge  with  warm  appreciation.  Dr.  G-alletly* s kindness  in 
standing  by  for  me  when  I have  been  away,

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1965. 

To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Urban  District  Council  of  Bourne. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Tipler  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  my  fourth  Annual  Report  concerning  the  work  of  the  department 
during  1965. 

PART  I HOUSING 

Inadequate  or  insanitary  housing  continued  to  be  one  of  the  problems  facing  the  Council  but  it 

is  pleasing  to  note  that  a great  step  forward  in  the  accommodation  of  the  single  and  elderly  persons 

was  made  during  the  year  by  the  opening  of  Worth  Court  - the  Council’s  grouped  dwelling  of  sixteen 
old  peoples  flatlets,  warden's  flat  and  communal  accommodation.  By  careful  transfers  it  was  possible 
to  make  this  serve  a dual  purpose  in  that  some  of  the  new  tenants  of  the  flatlets  came  from  large 
Council  accommodation  which  was  thus  left  for  family  use. 

Nevertheless,  a great  deal  remains  to  be  done  in  solving  the  problems  of  under  occupation.  A 
survey  carried  out  among  Council  tenants  showed  that  about  seventy,  two  and  three  bedroomed  houses 
were  occupied  by  single  persons  or  couples.  If  these  could  be  offered  suitable  smaller  accommoda- 
tion, many  of  the  families  still  on  the  lists  could  be  adequately  catered  for.  One  can  sympathise 
with  the  tenant  who  has  been  in  one  house  for  many  years  and  is  reluctant  to  leave  his  known 

environment,  but  with  a small  town  such  as  ours,  I feel  that  by  judicious  siting  of  suitable 

accommodation,  the  change-over  could  be  effected  vdth  little  disturbance. 

The  Council  continued  its  ’Points'  scheme  for  the  allocation  of  houses  and  lettings  were 
based  on  this  arrangement. 

Erection  of  New  Houses  and  Flats. 

(a)  Council  Development. 

The  completion  of  Worth  Court  and  its  official  opening  early  in  the  year  marked  the  climax  of 
several  years  of  planning  and  work.  At  first  it  seemed  as  if  the  novelty  of  the  scheme  would  deter 
would-be  tenants  but  as  the  allocation  of  the  flatlets  were  made  the  new  community  settled  down  and 
before  the  year  was  out  a waiting  list  was  in  being  and  the  Council  decided  to  add  a further  wing 
of  six  additional  flatlets  to  the  development. 

The  building  commenced  during  the  year  of  a further  eight  two  bedroomed  flats  on  the 
Willoughby  Road  frontage  of  the  site  and  these  are  scheduled  for  completion  about  the  middle  of 
1966.  The  Council  obtained  a strip  of  land  in  North  Street  adjacent  to  the  entrance  to  Terrace 
Yard  so  that  a good  access  could  be  obtained  to  the  parcel  of  land  owned  by  the  Council  at  the 
rear  of  Digby  Court  County  Welfare  Home.  No  plans  had  however,  been  finalised  for  its  development 
by  the  end  of  the  year.  Three  houses  and  two  flats  were  conpleted  on  Queen's  Road  for  the  Kesteven 
County  Council  Education  Committee. 


(b)  Private  Development. 


In  spite  of  financial  restrictions,  private  house  building  continued  in  the  town  and  a further 
forty  units  were  completed.  The  first  stage  of\Westwood  Drive  development  approached  conclusion 
with  the  development  of  the  remaining  plots  and  outline  approval  was  given  to  an  extension  to  the 
south.  Similarly,  the  first  phase  of  the  development  of  Westbourne  Park  was  well  under  way, 
several  of  the  houses  being  occupied  by  the  year  end  and  approval  given  for  the  development  of 
the  second  phase.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  by  the  end  of  1965,  private  development  by 
constructing  395  houses  since  1945  had  overtaken  the  Council  development  which  stood  at  328 
completed  since  1945*  The  only  matter  of  concern  was  the  continuing  rise  in  prices  and  the 
heavy  cost  of  mortgages  which  not  only  affected  the  sale  of  new  houses  but  was  reflected  in  the 
increased  price  of  older  properties.  A new  three  bedroomed  semi-detached  house  now  costs  almost 
£3,000  and  with  interest  rates  maintained  at  around  1%  a heavy  financial  burden  is  incurred  by 
any  would-be  purchaser  and  in  particular  the  married  couple  with  a young  family. 

Almost  as  disquieting  is  the  lack  of  houses  to  rent  at  a reasonable  figure  and  there  is  no 
doubt  that  the  onus  of  providing  such  accommodation  will  fall  more  and  more  on  the  local 
authority. 

Unfit  Houses. 

At  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in  Circular  11/65,  the  Council 
made  a re-appraisal  of  its  unfit  houses  in  accordance  with  the  1957  Act  Standard  of  Fitness. 

The  following  houses  were  included  in  the  programme  to  be  dealt  with:- 

2 - 3,  The  Slipe,  Bourne 

46  - 50,  Eastgate,  Bourne 

31 , Dyke  , Bourne 
2 , Dyke ,Drove , Bourne . 

During  the  year,  proposals  were  submitted  by  the  owners  to  carry  out  improvements  to 
No.  3,  The  Slipe  when  the  house  became  empty  and  No.  2,  Dyke  Drove  was  made  subject  to  a Closing 
Order  and  the  family  re-housed. 

In  addition  , Demolition  Orders  were  made  on  Nos.  66  - 68,  Willoughby  Road,  Bourne  and  these 
were  quickly  demolished  when  the  elderly  lady  residing  in  one  of  them  was  re-housed  at  a level 
crossing  cottage  owned  by  British  Railways. 

One  other  group  of  cottages  which  were  ready  for  consideration  Nos.  8 — 20,  Burghley  Street, 
Bourne,  were  in  the  process  of  being  purchased  by  the  Council  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  their 
future  life  will  be  considered  when  negotiations  are  completed. 

One  application  was  received  for  a Certificate  of  Disrepair  under  the  Rent  Act,  1957,  but 
before  this  could  be  issued  the  tenant  negotiated  with  the  owner  to  purchase  the  house  and 
withdrew  his  application. 

Appendix  A (page  :>'•  gives  details  of  unfit  housing  work  carried  out  during  the  year. 
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Improvement  Grants 


The  details  of  Discretionary  and  Standard  Improvement  Grants  are  given  in  Appendix  B (page  ii) . 
The  pattern  was  similar  to  previous  years  as  to  the  number  of  applications  received.  There  would 
seem  to  be  still  some  reluctance  on  the  part  of  owners  to  take  advantage  of  the  grants  offered  and 
the  majority  of  applications  are  still  from  owner/occupiers  or  owners  of  tied  properties. 

No  applications  were  received  from  tenants  under  the  provisions  of  the  1964  Housing  Act  to 
take  action  to  exert  pressure  on  owners  to  carry  out  improvements  and  no  consideration  was  given  by 
the  Council  to  the  declaration  of  any  Improvement  Areas  under  the  provisions  of  the  same  Act.  One 
application  asked  for  an  extended  Standard  Grant  to  cover  the  cost  of  building  on  a new  bathroom 
and  this  was  agreed. 

Council  Improvements  and  Maintenance. 

The  programme  of  improvements  carried  out  by  the  Council  to  its  pre-war  houses  was  continued. 
The  following  being  completed  during  the  year:- 


Nos.  18  -32,  Alexandra  Terrace  8 
Nos.  6 - 12,  Recreation  Road  4 
Nos.  23,  29 -33,  Manning  Road  4 
No.  43,  Harrington  Street  1

This  is  the  same  total  as  completed  in  19&4  and  represents  about  three  weeks  work  per  house. 

The  Council  approved  a programme  for  19 66  to  include  eight  houses  at  Dyke , five  at  Victoria  Place 
and  continuing  with  the  ten  houses  in  Burghley  Street.  If  these  can  be  completed  by  the  end  of 
1966,  it  will  leave  George  Street  and  Harrington  Street  (a  total  of  89  houses)  plus  the  seven 
houses  purchased  in  the  year,  Nos.  11  - 17,  Wood  View,  so  that  with  present  policy,  it  will  take  a 
further  five  years  to  complete  the  modernisation  programme. 

With  present  staff  it  would  be  impossible  to  increase  this  rate  and  it  is  debateable  if  private 
contractors  would  be  interested  in  this  work. 

A further  thirteen  brick  garages  were  built  adjoining  houses  where  these  were  requested  by  the 
tenants  and  the  cost  of  these  has  been  maintained  at  £200.  In  addition,  six  modern  fireplaces  have 
been  fixed  under  the  Councils  scheme. 

The  Council  now  own  368  units  of  accommodation  i.e.,  houses,  bungalows,  flats  and  flatlets 
and  the  maintenance  of  these  is  an  item  of  major  importance.  During  the  year  743  complaints  were 
received  of  repairs  of  a general  nature  (joinery,  painting,  electrical  etc.)  , and  in  additional 
520  plumbing  repairs  were  attended  to. 

The  direct  labour  staff  of  the  Housing  Department  also  erected  and  fitted  the  new  toilets  on 
the  Recreation  Ground. 

The  painting  of  the  Council  houses  by  the  Council's  painters  continued  and  sixty-four  units 
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were  painted  during  the  year.  Thi3  represents  a decrease  on  the  previous  year  and  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  a vacancy  occurred  in  the  second  half  of  the  year  (caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mr. 
David  Needham)  which  was  not  filled.  The  painting  staff  also  continued  working  on  the  offices. 
Com  Exchange  and  on  houses  after  improvement. 

The  direct  labour  force  at  the  end  of  the  year  consisted  of  one  plumber,  one  joiner,  four 
bricklayers,  three  painters  and  three  labourers,  and  I would  again  like  to  pay  a tribute  in  this 
report  to  their  work  during  the  past  year  and,  in  several  instances,  over  many  years. 

Moveable  Dwellings. 

There  were  at  the  commencement  of  the  year,  two  licenced  caravan  sites  containing  tw-'  and 
.ore  caravans  respectively.  The  occupier  of  the  moveable  dwelling  stationed  on  a site  off  South 
Fan  Road  applied  for  renewal  of  his  planning  permission  and  site  licence,  when  these  expired  at 
the  end  of  March.  The  Council* s Planning  and  Development  Committee  considered  the  application 
and  also  complaints  from  an  adjoining  property  and  refused  to  renew  the  planning  permission. 
Consequently,  no  licence  under  the  Act  was  issued. 

The  applicant,  after  some  delay,  submitted  an  appeal  and  the  case  is  therefore  "sub  judice" 
at  the  time  of  writing. 

The  licence  for  the  second  site  expired  at  the  end  of  19 65.  A s this  site  had  been  in 
operation  before  the  coming  into  force  of  the  Act,  no  planning  renewal  was  necessary  and  the 
Council  issued  a site  licence  for  a further  period  of  five  years. 

Itinerant  van  dwellers  appeared  occasionally  on  verges  to  the  highway  but  very  little 
nuisance  was  caused  and  they  usually  moved  away  after  a day  or  two. 

PART  II  FOOD  INSPECTION  AND  HYGIENE 

(a)  Meat  Inspection  Regulations.  19&3. 

This  most  important  duty  took  up  a great  deal  of  time  during  the  year  and  it  will  be  seen 
from  Appendix  C (page  iii)  that  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected  within  the  Urban 
District  continued  to  increase  - the  total  number  of  animals  killed  exceeded  ten  thousand. 

This  increase  was  accounted  for  by  a more  than  100$  rise  in  the  number  of  pigs  slaughtered  at 
the  Eastgate  Abattoir. 

Animals  killed  were  of  a high  standard  and  the  high  percentage  of  cows  condemned  was  due  to 
the  fact  that  most  of  these  were  casualties  brought  to  the  Klondyke  Slaughterhouse,  off  West 
Road,  which  deals  exclusively  with  casualty  stock  from  over  a wide  area  and  also  horses.  Almost 
all  the  horses  slaughtered  were  exported  to  Belgium  and  the  necessary  inspection  and 
certification  was  made  for  each  consignment. 

The  number  of  animals  condemned  for  tuberculosis  was  again  exceedingly  low  - the  animals, 
all  pigs,  showing  lesions  in  the  sub-maxillary  and  mesenteric  glands.  No  carcases  were 
condemned  for  tuberculosis.  No  bovine  animals  were  affected  with  Cistercercus  bovis  - one 
animal  was  suspect  but  the  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  when  a 
specimen  was  sent  for  examination. 

With  the  increased  slaughtering  relief  meat  inspection  became  more  important  and  I would 
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like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  South  Kesteven  Rural  District  Council  and  its  qualified  meat 
inspectors  who  spent  a considerable  time  not  only  during  my  periods  of  leave,  but  also  at  other 
times  when  the  duties  of  the  joint  appointment  became  more  than  one  person  could  manage. 

By  May  it  was  becoming  apparent  that  the  increase  in  time  spent  on  meat  inspection  would  make 
the  employment  of  an  additional  inspector  necessary  and  the  Council  agreed  to  this  in  principle.  For 

the  time  being,  they  requested  the  South  Kesteven  Rural  District  Council  to  consider  allowing  one  of 

their  inspectors  to  work  at  the  Bourne  Abattoir  during  normal  office  hours  to  provide  the  necessary 
assistance  and  the  Rural  District  Council  readily  consented  to  this.  The  number  of  animals  killed 
continued  to  increase  as  the  year  progressed  and  the  Council  advertised  for  the  services  of  an 
additional  Public  Health  Inspector  in  September  the  appointment  being  made  at  the  end  of  November 
to  commence  early  in  the  New  Year. 

In  spite  of  the  extra  work,  all  animals  killed  were  inspected  post-mortem  and  by  visiting  the 
slaughterhouse  several  times  during  the  day  , a large  number  were  seen  ante-mortem.  All  animals 
passed  as  fit  were  marked  to  indicate  this  and  the  charges  made  for  this  inspection  and  marking 
amounted  to  £A51.  7s.  3d.  over  the  year. 

As  in  former  years,  all  waste  products  and  unsound  meat  rejected  as  unfit  for  human  consumption 

was  quickly  removed  from  the  slaughterhouses  by  Messrs.  T.W.  Mays'  staff  and  taken  to  the 

processing  plant  at  the  Slipe,  for  conversion  into  meal  and  fertiliser. 

(b)  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1938* 

There  are  two  licenced  slaughterhouses  in  Bourne,  at  Eastgate  and  off  West  Road.  Both  are 
owned  and  occupied  by  Messrs.  T.W.  Mays  & Sons,  Ltd. 

( i)  Eastgate  Abattoir.  Bourne. 

The  owners  continued  with  their  policy  of  improving  these  premises  which  is,  of  course,  the 
principle  slaughterhouse  in  Bourne.  Early  in  the  New  Year  a new  refrigerated  extension  of  the 
cooling  room  was  brought  into  use  and  this  has  been  a vast  improvement  and  made  an  important 
contribution  to  the  production  of  hygienic  meat.  At  the  same  time  the  opportunity  was  taken  to 
tile  the  walls  of  the  cooling  room  itself  and  when  this  work  was  completed  the  application  made  by 
the  owners  to  the  Ministry  to  have  the  premises  approved  as  a dead  weight  grading  centre  was 
successful. 

The  continuing  increase  in  the  number  of  pigs  slaughtered  made  it  essential  that  some  mechanical 
aid  be  given  to  this  work,  and,  as  a result,  a new  automatic  hoist,  scalding  tank  and  de-hairing 
machine  were  fixed  in  the  pig  slaughtering  bay.  Later  in  the  year  the  opportunity  was  taken  to 
re-arrange  the  gut  room  to  provide  more  suitable  facilities  for  running  off  guts,  a blood  bath  and 
external  underground  storage  tank  installed  and  new  doors,  access  and  drainage  allowed  for. 

The  premises  are  now  quite  adequate  for  the  increased  throughput  and  this  could  be  further 
increased  without  any  major  structural  alteration.  Messrs.  Mays  are  to  be  congratulated  on  providing 
the  town  with  such  an  adequate  centre  for  the  production  of  meat.  Even  the  best  of  buildings  are, 
however,  unsatisfactory  without  suitable  staff  and  it  is  pleasing  to  record  that  the  young  foreman 
and  his  staff  ensure  that  the  premises  are  used  to  advantage  and  always  maintained  in  a clean  and 
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satisfactory  condition. 

(ii)  Klondyke  Slaughterhouse,  off  West  Road,  Bourne. 

No  major  alterations  have  been  carried  out  to  these  premises  but  it  will  be  re-called  that  they 
were  put  in  a satisfactory  state  a year  or  two  ago.  As  in  previous  years  they  have  been  used  only 
for  the  slaughter  of  horses  (destined  for  Continental  trade)  and  casualty  farm  stock  which  had  a 
chance  of  being  saved  and  the  carcases  salvaged. 

The  slaughterhouse  and  adjoining  buildings  has  been  maintained,  throughout  the  year,  in  a 
satisfactory  state  and  the  dressing  of  the  animals  carried  out  cleanly  and  in  a thoroughly  satis- 
factory hygienic  manner. 

I must  again  pay  tribute  to  the  help  of  the  Veterinary  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  at  Sleaford  who  in  all  their  visits  and  inspections  were  most  courteous  and 
helpful.  In  particular,  I would  mention  the  retirement  at  the  end  of  1965  of  the  Divisional 
Veterinary  Officer,  Mr.  Moore.  He  has  been  many  years  in  this  area  and  although  I have  only  had  the 
fortune  to  know  him  for  a comparatively  short  time,  I found  his  experience  and  knowledge  always 
available  and  freely  given.  I would  wish  him  a long  and  happy  retirement. 


(c)  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  1955. 

( i)  Knackers  Yard,  The  Slipe,  Bourne. 

The  Knackers  Yard,  occupied  by  T.W.  Mays  & Sons,  Ltd.,  at  the  Slipe,  Bourne,  was  licenced  for 
a further  period  and  regular  inspections  ensured  that  it  was  maintained  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

( ii)  Milk  Supplies  - Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations.  1963.

During  the  year  fourteen  samples  were  examined  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  on  behalf  of 
the  Bourne  Urban  District  Council  and  twenty-six  on  behalf  of  the  Kesteven  County  Council.  The 
table  in  Appendix  D (page  iv  ")  gives  the  result  of  these  examinations. 

Brucella  Abortus  - One  sample  taken  on  behalf  of  the  Bourne  Urban  District  Council  gave  an 
uncertain  result  on  Ring  Test  and  eventually  proved  to  be  negative  on  Biological  examination.  In 
the  meantime,  however,  the  South  Kesteven  Rural  District  Council  (the  area  where  the  milk  was 
produced  and  bottled)  , had  been  informed  and  an  extensive  sampling  of  the  herd  showed  no  evidence 
of  infection. 
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In  addition,  a sample  obtained  by  the  Kesteven  County  Council  from  a local  producer  in  December 
1964,  was  reported  as  positive  in  January,  1965,  All  local  medical  practitioners  were  notified  of 
this  report.  Quarter  samples  were  taken  from  the  herd  but  all  proved  negative  on  examination.

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No  ice-cream  is  manufactured  within  the  Urban  District,  Two  pre-packed  samples  were  examined 
and  reported  as  Grade  I, 

( v)  Watercress  Beds. 

Watercress  is  produced  at  the  following  sites 

(a)  Well  Head,  Bourne,  (South  Lines.  Y/ater  Board). 

(b)  South  Road,  Bourne,  (Hereward  Y/atercress  Ltd.). 

No  alterations  and  changes  took  place  during  the  year. 

( vi)  Market . 

The  Bourne  Urban  District  Council  purchased  the  Market  Rights  some  five  years  ago  and  the  market 
is  held  in  the  Market  Place  on  Thursdays  and  Saturdays.  The  market  has  continued  to  expand  and  the 
whole  of  the  stall  space  is  utilised  on  Thursdays,  approximately  forty-eight  stalls  being  erected  and 
dismantled.  On  Saturdays  there  is  an  average  of  ten  stalls  on  the  west  side  of  the  Market  Place. 

Sen  stalls  retail  food  and  these  were  maintained  satisfactorily  - occasionally  they  were 
notified  to  exhibit  the  names  and  address  of  the  stall  holders  in  order  to  comply  with  the  Regulations. 

No  new  Regulations  to  control  the  sale  of  food  in  the  open  air  were  forthcoming,  although  one 
understands  that  these  are  in  preparation  by  the  Ministiy. 

PART  III  ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH 

(a)  Water  Supplies. 

Mains  water  is  supplied  throughout  the  area  of  the  Urban  District  by  the  South  Lincolnshire 
Water  Board,  but  several  properties  remain  on  private  bores.  Two  samples  of  mains  supply  were  taken 
at  the  point  of  consumption  and  these  were  satisfactory.  In  addition,  the  Board  themselves  obtain 
samples  at  the  Bourne  Pumping  Station  and  105  of  these  samples  were  examined  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory.  The  majority  were  satisfactory  (only  two  reported  as  being  unsatisfactory)  and  the 
supply  of  water  was  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

Y/ater  samples  for  bacteriological  examination  were  obtained  from  seven  private  bores  - eleven 
samples  in  all  being  taken.  These  were  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

Appendix  F,(pagevii)  gives  details  of  samples  taken  by  the  Board  during  the  year  and  Appendix 
G (pageviii)  samples  from  private  bores. 

So  far  as  is  known  only  twelve  houses  are  now  supplied  from  standpipes  and  seven  of  these  are 
unoccupied.  The  population  affected  is  14-  out  of  the  total  estimated  population  of  5,510* 

(b)  Swimming  Pool.  Abbey  Lawns.  Bourne. 

There  is  one  open  air  private  swimming  pool  in  the  town  situated  on  the  Abbey  Lawns  and  owned 
and  operated  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Bourne  United  Charities.  For  several  years,  samples  of  the 
water  taken  from  the  pool  have  been  below  the  recommended  standard  and  during  the  winter  of  1964- “5 
a new  filtration  and  chlorination  plant  was  installed  in  an  effort  to  improve  the  bacterial 
condition.  - 8 - 


Out  of  a total  of  twenty  four  samples  taken  during  the  bathing  season,  only  one  showed 
evidence  of  coliform  bacteria.  The  plate  counts  were,  however,  not  so  good  and  the  standard  of 
75$  of  samples  taken  not  to  exceed  10  colonies  per  ml.  was  not  attained.  Out  of  the  total  of 
twenty-four  samples,  eighteen  were  in  excess  of  this  figure,  although  the  heavy  counts  noticed  in 
previous  years  were  not  seen  in  the  season  under  review. 

During  the  year  the  Trustees  submitted  an  extensive  plan  for  the  improvement  of  the  bath.  This 
included  the  provision  of  a new  controlled  entrance,  the  construction  of  completely  new  changing  and 
sanitary  accommodation,  both  for  males  and  females  and  the  removal  of  the  grass  and  flower  beds 
adjoining  the  pool  and  the  laying  of  concrete  paving  in  its  place. 

The  Bourne  Urban  District  Council  agreed  to  make  a contribution  of  five  hundred  pounds  towards 
the  cost  of  these  works  and  I feel  sure  that  these  improvements  will  again  help  further  towards 
obtaining  a high  bacterial  standard.  One  can  only  regret  that  even  with  these  improvecents  the 
pool  will  still  be  used  for  a limited  period  during  the  summer  months  and  hope  that  it  may  be 
possible  later  to  allow  for  covering  and  heating  the  pool  so  that  it  could  be  open  all  the  year 
round. 

The  individual  reports  on  the  samples  submitted  are  shown  in  Appendix  H (page  viii). 

(c)  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service. 

The  Council  have  again  been  fortunate  in  having  the  facilities  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
at  the  Peterborough  and  District  Memorial  Hospital  available  for  bacteriological,  biological  and 
pathological  examinations  and  one  records  continuing  gratitude  to  the  Director,  Dr.  G-lencross,  and 
his  staff,  for  their  advice  and  assistance. 

(d)  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  improvement  and  modernisation  of  the  town's  sewers  did  not  proceed  as  quickly  as  desirable 
during  the  year,  although  a start  was  made  on  the  extension  of  the  existing  modern  sewage  treatment 
works  to  allow  for  a further  increase  in  flo w. 

Although  contract  documents  were  in  preparation  for  the  renewal  of  the  Abbey  Road  and  Eastgate 
sewers,  the  continuing  delay  in  the  River  Boards  Carr  Dyke  Improvement  Scheme  delayed  progress  on 
the  new  sewerage  scheme. 

Nevertheless,  it  was  gratifying  to  see  the  contract  let,  to  extend  the  sewage  treatment  works 
and  this  work  commenced  early  in  October.  A series  of  unsatisfactory  samples  of  effluent  showed 
the  importance  of  early  action  to  enable  the  works  to  deal  with  the  increased  flow. 

The  original  works  were  designed  to  treat  a dry  weather  flow  of  sewage  of  about  250,000 
gallons  per  day  with  a population  of  Bourne  at  5,500.  The  extensions  commenced  during  the  year 
allowed  for  the  treatment  of  sewage  from  the  South  Kesteven  Rural  District  and  a modest  increase 
in  trade  effluent  and  Urban  population  in  addition  to  this. 

The  possibility  of  continuing  development  of  the  town,  however,  which  became  more  apparent  as 
the  year  progressed  together  with  a substantial  increase  in  the  discharge  of  trade  effluent, 
necessitated  a further  look  at  the  problem.  The  Council  decided,  therefore,  while  the  first 
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extensions  had  only  just  commenced  to  allow  for  a further  immediate  extension  to  continue,  subject 
to  government  approval,  with  the  first  extension.  This  would  then  allow  for  treatment  of  some 

385,000  gallons  per  day  from  a combined  Urban  and  Rural  papulation  of  over  10,000  together  with 

trade  wastes  of  some  85,000  gallons  per  day. 

The  continuing  increase  in  the  size  of  sewage  disposal  works  is  not  peculiar  to  Bourne,  most 
of  the  other  districts  of  South  Kesteven  are  similarly  placed  and  it  was  not  surprising  when, 
towards  the  end  of  the  year,  a meeting  was  convened  at  officer  level  to  discuss  the  question  of 
management  at  the  new  works  being  built  throughout  the  County.  It  was  considered  that  there  could 
possibly  be  some  joint  arrargement  whereby  several  district  Councils  could  join  to  secure  the 
services  of  a Manager/Chemist  and  thus  acquire  expert  guidance  to  help  them  satisfy  the  ever  higher 
standards  which  it  was  felt,  would  be  required  by  the  new  River  Boards. 

The  immediate  future,  then,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  was  obscured  somewhat  by  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  Circular  62/65  which  asked  for  restriction  on  capital  expenditure 

on  these  schemes  unless  they  were  considered  very  necessary  for  housing  or  health  reasons.  The 

continuing  expansion  of  Bourne  makes  one  hope  that  the  Ministry  will  be  agreeable  to  the  Council* s 
scheme  in  this  respect. 

The  Willoughby  Road  sewer  completed  last  year  began  to  take  connections  from  unsewered 
property  and  septic  tanks  and  an  improvement  was  noted  in  this  area  as  a result. 

The  sewering  to  the  Westbourne  Park  estate  was  completed  before  housing  development  began 
and  the  whole  of  the  sewage  from  this  estate  will  be  taken  to  the  sewer  from  Hereward  Camp  - a 
sewer  which  up  to  now  has  had  very  little  flow  and  which  will  begin  to  serve  a more  useful 
purpose  than  in  the  past.  The  surface  water  will  pass  to  the  Wood  View  culvert  and  your 
Consulting  Engineers  were  preparing  a report  at  the  end  of  the  yean  on  the  adequacy  of  this  to 
deal  with  an  increased  flow. 

(e)  Public  Cleansing. 

( i)  Refuse  Collection. 

The  Council* s service  continued  to  be  provided  by  its  direct  labour  staff  and  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year  the  service  tended  to  become  irregular  owing  to  the  continuing  increase  of 
properties  and  the  limited  capacity  of  the  side  loading  collection  vehicle. 

Fortunately,  it  was  possible  by  the  introduction  of  an  additional  loader  and  by  making  extra 
collections  by  lorry  as  necessary,  to  give  a service  which  never  exceeded  14  days  and  usually 
averaged  about  10  - 12  days. 

The  new  compression  type  rear  loading  vehicle  was  delivered  in  late  July  (the  time  of  the 
year  when  the  refuse  is  at  its  bulkiest),  and  it  immediately  proved  that  the  Council’s  decision 
to  obtain  such  a machine  had  been  the  right  one.  Within  a short  space  of  time  a regular  7 <1  ay 
collection  was  being  maintained  and  it  was  possible  to  reduce  the  number  of  loaders  to  four. 

Unfortunately,  rear  loading  did  not  allow  for  the  separation  of  waste  paper  and  the  pilot 
scheme  which  had  been  in  operation  for  twelve  months  had  to  cease.  Some  concern  was  expressed 
about  this  and  the  Committee  and  Council  debated  on  more  than  one  occasion,  the  suggested 
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financial  loss  which  this  entailed.  The  final  verdict  7/as  that  a modified  waste  paper  collection 
scheme  should  be  continued  and  approval  v/as  given  early  in  the  New  Year  to  the  purchase  of  a trailer 
to  allow  for  collection  and  separation  as  bins  v/ere  emptied, 

A further  minor  innovation  during  the  year  was  the  provision  of  bin  wheels  and  these  helped 
quite  considerably  towards  increasing  the  efficiency  of  collections. 

( ii)  Refuse  Disposal. 

Disposal  of  the  domestic  and  trade  refuse  continued  as  before  by  tipping  in  the  disused  railway 
cutting  off  West  Road.  The  first  section  was  almost  filled  by  the  end  of  the  year  and  agreement  was 
reached  with  the  oT/ners  to  continue  tipping  on  a further  stretch.  Bourne  is  very  fortunate  in  having 
an  adequate  area  of  tipping  space  available  and  no  difficulty  should  be  experienced  in  this  respect 
for  several  years. 

Sweeping  of  district  roads  and  the  central  County  roads  was  continued  by  two  sweepers  with  brush 
and  cart  and  this  proved  satisfactory.  It  is  interesting  to  record  that  during  1965,  Bourne  won  the 
"Best  Kept  Lincolnshire  Town"  trophy  for  the  first  time,  and  one  hopes  that  the  general  sv/eeping  of 
the  roads  contributed  towards  this  in  some  measure. 

Street  gullies  were  cleansed  twice  during  the  year  and  this  v/ork  is  done  on  contract. 

I£L  General  Sanitation. 

Complaints  of  a general  nature  totalled  74  daring  the  year  and  these  were  investigated  and 
generally  dealt  with  informally.  One  notice  was  served  under  Section  39,  Public  Health  Act,  1936 
to  remedy  defective  drainage  and  the  work  done  by  the  Council.  A further  privy  conversion  was 
completed  in  Willoughby  Road  and  the  Council  made  a grant  of  £25.  -s.  -d.  towards  the  cost  of  this. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  watercourses  throughout  the  district  were  running  low  and  dry  and 
some  nuisance  was  experienced  from  these.  With  the  heavy  rainfall  of  the  autumn  and  winter  however, 
a good  flov/  was  soon  available. 

No  complaints  were  made  to  the  Department  about  piggeries,  but  an  occupier  of  one  of  the  new 
houses  in  Drummond  Road  appealed  against  his  rating  assessment  on  the  grounds  of  nuisance  and  noise 
from  the  adjoining  piggeries  in  the  Austerby.  The  appeal  failed  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  with  the 
continuing  residential  development  in  this  area  conplaints  can  be  expected  in  the  future.  In  an 
effort  to  ensure  that  the  owner  took  every  reasonable  precaution  to  cause  no  nuisance,  an  informal 
notice  was  served  on  him  to  carry  out  works  to  improve  the  foul  and  roof  water  drainage  and  take 
all  steps  to  ensure  that  no  nuisance  is  caused  to  the  surrounding  houses.  No  action  had  been  taken 
on  this  notice  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Messrs.  T.W.  Mays  continued  to  expand  their  pig  keeping  interests  with  the  provision  of  two  more 
intensive  rearing  units  situated  at  the  junction  of  the  Slipe  and  Wilson's  Drove  but  these  cause  no 
nuisance  to  the  surrounding  area. 

(g)  Public  Toilets. 

An  additional  Public  Toilet  was  provided  by  the  Council  on  the  Recreation  Ground  and  this 
provided  a useful  amenity  in  this  area.  The  Council  also  maintain  public  conveniences  in  South 
Street  in  the  centre  of  the  town.  Although  some  nuisance  was  experienced  during  the  year,  an 
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improvement  was  noticed  however , over  previous  years  so  far  as  malicious  damage  was  concerned# 

As  a result  of  consideration  of  Ministry  Circular  15/65,  the  Council  agreed  to  install 
washhand  basins  and  cold  water  to  all  toilets  and  made  use  of  the  toilets  free.  In  addition 
soap  and  paper  towels  are  provided  to  the  ladies  toilets  in  the  town  centre. 

(h)  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act.  1949. 

The  Council  continued  to  employ  a full  time  Rodent  Operator  until  near  the  end  of  the  year 
when  Mr.  Roffe  requested  to  be  allowed  to  work  on  a part-time  basis  upon  reaching  retiring  age. 
This  was  readily  agreed  and  with  the  appointmsnt  of  an  additional  Public  Health  Inspector,  I 
feel  that  this  arrangement  will  be  satisfactory. 

Appendix  I (page  ix)  gives  details  of  rodent  control  work  and  inspections  during  the  year 
and  all  complaints  were  quickly  attended  to. 

Councillor  J.R.  Grummitt  and  myself  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Kesteven  and  Lindsey 
Workable  Area  (Rodent  Control)  Committee  at  Lincoln  and  as  in  former  years,  the  help  and  advice 
of  the  Ministry* s Officers  was  readily  available. 

(i)  Clean  Air  Act,  1956. 

( i)  Domestic  Smoke. 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  to  implement  the  provisions  of  the  Act  as  to  the 
declaration  of  smoke  control  areas.  The  town  enjoys  a clean  and  smoke-free  atmosphere  and  many 
homes  are  in  fact,  smokeless  with  the  increasing  use  of  gas  and  electricity. 

( ii)  Industrial  Smoke. 

No  nuisance  was  caused  during  the  year  from  this  source.  Plans  were  submitted  for  the  new 
factory  in  Harrington  Street  showing  proposals  to  construct  a chimney  which  the  Health  Committee 
considered  had  insufficient  height  and  could  possibly  cause  a nuisance.  After  consultation  with 
the  Architects,  a revised  drawing  was  submitted  showing  a satisfactory  height  and  this  was 
accepted. 

(.i)  Factories  Act,  1961. 

The  tables  in  Appendix  J (page  x ) show  details  of  the  implementation  of  this  legislation 
during  19 65. 

(k)  Offices.  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act.  1963 > 

( i)  General. 

Further  work  has  been  carried  out  in  implementing  the  provisions  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  but  owing  to  a general  increase  in  the  work  of  the  department  during 
1965,  progress  has  not  been  maintained  at  the  rate  set  up  in  1964. 

In  fact,  only  13  general  inspections  have  been  carried  out.  Nevertheless,  the  statistical 
report  does  not  present  a true  picture  as  in  the  smaller  local  authority  district  such  as  Bourne, 
visits  are  often  made  to  premises  suhject  to  the  Act  for  other  purposes  and  the  opportunity  is 
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taken  for  an  assessment  of  the  working  conditions  found  without  necessarily  making  a detailed 
inspection. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  under  review,  the  Bourne  Urban  District  Council  agreed  to  the 
appointment  of  an  additional  Public  Health  Inspector  to  be  responsible,  among  other  things,  for 
implementing  the  1963  Act,  and  an  officer  was  appointed  to  commence  duties  early  in  19 66. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  at  the  time  of  writing,  the  majority  of  office  and  shop 
premises  have  now  received  at  least  one  visit  and  woik  is  progressing  on  bringing  premises  up 
to  the  required  standard. 

During  1965,  many  of  the  defects  recorded  in  the  1964  report  were  remedied,  in  particular, 
it  was  noticed,  that  a number  of  occupiers  provided  a constant  supply  of  hot  water  to  washhand 
basins  by  the  use  of  gas  or  electric  heaters.  These  were  greatly  appreciated  and  the  electric 
kettle,  which  in  the  past  had  been  the  sole  supply  of  hot  water,  was  relegated  to  the  function 
of  solely  providing  boiling  water  for  tea-making! 

( ii)  Section  8.  - Lighting. 

In  accordance  with  the  request  contained  in  Supplement  1 to  L.A.  Circular  No.  9,  a note  was 
kept  of  lighting  in  offices  and  shops  visited  during  the  last  three  months  of  1965#  The  general 
impression  obtained  was  that  a satisfactory  standard  of  lighting,  both  natural  and  artificial, 
was  maintained  in  offices  and  shops  visited.  It  was  apparent  in  shops  that  the  sales  areas  were 
always  well  lit  and  this  is  obviously  an  inducement  to  increasing  sales  rather  than  welfare  of 
staff.  Fluorescent  tubes  are  becoming  general  in  such  places  but  the  change-over  is  not  as 
marked  in  the  rear  of  premises  where  the  bare  electric  bulb  is  more  common. 

Many  offices  are  also  finding  that  improving  lighting  standards  is  beneficial.  It  was  found 
that  quite  a number  of  older  office  premises  relied  on  artificial  light  throughout  all  the  day. 

No  specific  standards  have  been  recommended  in  advice  to  occupiers  of  premises  but  the 
importance  of  adequate  lighting  has  been  stressed.  No  instances  of  excessive  glare  were  noticed.

(m)  Petroleum  (Regulations)  Acts.  1928  - 36. 

Twenty-eight  premises  were  re-licenoed  during  the  year  for  the  storage  of  petroleum 
spirit.  All  licenced  premises  were  visited  in  January  by  the  Fire  Prevention  Officer  of  the 
County  Fire  Service  and  myself  and  a thorough  inspection  made  of  the  pumps  and  installations. 
Defects,  mainly  of  a minor  nature,  were  notified  to  the  occupiers  of  the  premises  and  the  Fire 
Prevention  Officer’s  assistance  was  greatly  appreciated. 

The  quantity  of  petroleum  spirit  stored  under  licence  amounts  to  27,800  gallons  and  the 
licence  fees  £19#  5s.  -d* 

Two  new  tanks  were  installed  during  the  year  and  were  satisfactory  when  tested. 

A complaint  of  petrol  smell  in  a house  showed  that  petroleum  spirit  was  present  in  the  Abbey 
Road  sewer  and  tests  were  applied  to  storage  tanks  in  the  vicinity.  One  tank  which  had  been  in  use 
many  years  was  found  to  be  defective  and  its  use  was  discontinued. 

(n)  Pet  Animals  Act,  1951  > 

One  pet  shop  was  re-licenced  and  found  to  be  on  inspection,  well  maintained. 

CONCLUSION 

The  year  1965  has  been  active  and  interesting  year  for  the  work  undertaken  by  your  joint 
department  and  I must  again  pay  a tribute  to  the  continued  assistance  I have  received  from 
Mr.  B.  Pashley.  It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I can  record  that  he  successfully  gained  his 
Building  Inspector's  Certificate  of  the  Institute  of  Municipal  Engineers  during  the  year  and 
this  concluded  his  technical  studies  in  which  he  has  maintained  the  high  standard  he  originally 
set  himself.  Mrs.  J.  Orford  and  Mrs.  J.  Peters  continued  the  efficient  administration  of  the 
Surveyor's  and  Health  sides  of  the  department  and  it  is  with  regret  that  we  shortly  say  fare- 
well to  Mrs.  Peters  who  has  in  her  time  in  the  Health  department  acquired  a sound  knowledge 
of  health  administration.  As  we  bid  Mrs.  Peters  goodbye  we  offer  a hearty  welcome  to  Miss 
Stubbs,  her  successor,  and  hope  she  will  have  a happy  stay  with  t he  d epartment. 

Early  in  the  N ew  Year,  Mr.  A.  Thompson,  came  from  the  North  to  be  additional  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  in  the  short  time  that  he  has  been  in  Bourne,  has  soon  settled  down  and  begun 
to  tackle  the  long  outstanding  health  duties  that  are  so  essential  to  the  maintenance  of  a 
healthy  and  clean  environment.  We  trust  that  both  himself  and  his  wife  will  soon  settle  down 
in  Bourne  and  enjoy  both  working  and  living  in  this  pleasant  area. 
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I would  also  again  pay  tribute  to  Mr.  J.  Bloodworth  and  his  men  for  their  work.  The 
workmen  employed  by  a local  council  have  many  duties , some  of  a distasteful  and  unpleasant 
nature  which  the  majority  of  the  public  would  shrink  from  undertaking.  They  carry  out 
their  duties  in  the  full  view  of  the  public’s  gaze  and  woe  betide  them  if  they  pause  to 
ease  their  backs  or  rest  for  a moment  on  shovel  or  brush.  Nevertheless,  as  the  month  to 
month  reports  to  your  Committees  show  and  ever  increasing  amount  of  work  is  being 
carried  out  by  your  workmen  in  your  developing  township  and  it  is  thanks  to  your  existing 
staff  that  no  'increase  in  establishment'  has  been  necessary  so  far. 

I have  received  continued  help  and  support  from  your  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  H.  Ellis 
Smith,  and  your  Clerk,  Mr.  F.  Mason  and  his  staff,  and  would  record  my  appreciation  of 
the  kindness  and  consideration  shown  by  all  the  Chairmen  of  Committees  and  the  Chairman 
and  members  of  the  Council  at  all  times.
